This list was be in a public library to supply the 
constant demand for ghost stories, which are hard to 
find because they are often short stories hidden in col- 
lections. The idea was to include none in which the 
mystery was explained, but some of these are now placed 
at the end under the heading ‘‘Humorous.” e list 
has been enlarged to contain other stories of the occult, 
such as hypnotism, spiritualism, etc., but excludes folk- 
lore and legends (except as these have been used by 
fiction writers), also satire under the disguise of the 
supernatural, allegories, fairy stories, tales of the Arabian 
nights’ type and “scientific magic” like that of Wells. 
Even thus restricted, the material is extensive and the 
line so difficult to draw that the choice may often seem 
arbitrdry. Some obvious omissions are due to my not 
being able to see the books. A few popular accounts of 
the supernatural outside of fiction have been included. 

No attempt has been made to give the best editions, 
S be give every collection in which the titles are to be 
‘ound.
